To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Hornsea . 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  Report  for  1968. 

The  Registrar  General's  figures  for  the  year  indicate  a mid-year 
population  of  6580  an  increase  of  400  compared  with  last  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  88  births  and  104  deaths  compared  with  85 
births  and  109  deaths  last  year.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  district  of 
12:5  compares  with  the  national  birth  rate  of  16.9  per  1000  population  and  the 
adjusted  death  rate  of  lp.2  compares  with  a national  death  rate  of  11.9  per 
1000  population. 

The  causes  of  death  again  follow  the  usual  pattern,  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system  and  cancer  being  the  major  causes.  There  were  2 deaths 
of  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

Concerning  infectious  diseases,  there  were  5^  cases  of  measles  notified 
during  the  year,  all  occurring  in  children  under  l4  years  of  age.  Two  cases 
of  infection  with  food  poisoning  organisms  were  also  notified. 

Few  changes  occurred  in  the  sanitary  circumstances  during  the  year. 

Water  continued  to  be  supplied  to  the  town  by  the  Hull  Corporation  and  ^0 
samples  of  drinking  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All 
those  which  were  taken  direct  from  rising  mains  were  satisfactory.  Sewage 
continued  to  be  discharged  direct  into  the  sea  but  during  the  year  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  approved  proposals  for  a submarine  outfall  to 
take  sewage  well  out  to  sea. 

Unfit  houses  continued  to  be  dealt  with,  39  having  defects  remedied  by 
informal  or  formal  action  and  13  being  demolished  or  closed  under  the  Housing 
Act  1937- 

The  inspection  of  food  premises  continued  to  be  given  priority  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  100 % meat  inspection  continued  until  the  two 
slaughterhouses  ceased  to  operate  during  the  year.  It  was  pleasing  to  note 
that  steps  were  taken  to  chock  on  the  standard  of  cleanliness  of  cream, 
samples  being  submitted  to  the  Laboratory  for  examination.  A few  samples 
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proved  to  be  uns  tisfactory  and  subsequent  investigations  revealed  the  cause 
and  appropriate  remedial  action  was  taken. 

In  presenting  my  report,  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  for  their 
help  during  the  year,  and  also  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  constant  interest  and  support.

Domestic  Help 

Home  Help  service  which  is  rendered  in  the  District  is  administered  at 
County  Hall,  Beverley,  and  all  applications  for  the  service  are  dealt  with  by 
the  Home  Help  Organiser . (Telephone  Beverley  881281) 

LOCAL  EDUCATION  AUTHORITY 

Routine  Medical  inspections  are  carried  out  on  all  children  attending 
Local  Education  Authority  schools  in  the  District. 

Where  and  when  necessary  immunisations  are  carried  out  in  the  schools 
against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  and  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis, 
tuberculosis  and  smallpox. 

OTHER  SERVICES 

Holdernes s Health  Division  Co-ordinating  Committee 

Once  every  two  or  three  months  the  Co-ordinating  Committee  under  the 
aegis  of  the  County  Council,  meets  in  Beverley  to  co-ordinate  the  work  of 
officers  in  the  district  who  are  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  children.  The 
primary  objects  of  the  Committee  are  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children  in 
their  own  homes  and  the  prevention  of  break-up  of  families. 

On  the  Committee  are  representatives  of  the  County  Children's  Department, 
the  County  Health  Department,  the  School  Welfare  Department,  the  County  Welfare 
Department,  the  Housing  Managers  of  the  District  Councils,  the  Ministry  of 
Social  Security,  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children, 
the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service,  the  Police  Force  and  Probation  Officers. 
Representatives  of  other  organisations  are  co-opted  from  time  to  time  as  the 
need  arises.  Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  capacity  as  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  takes  the  Chair  of  this  Committee.

Specimens  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  Hull.

During  the  year  a number  of  complaints  were  received  due  to  the  presence 
of  small  threadlike  worms  in  the  water  supply.  The  species  was  identified  as 
Nais  invariabilum  and  the  infestation  was  eventually  overcome  by  continual 
flushing  of  affected  parts  of  the  system  and  the  installation  of  secondary 
chlorination  at  the  Water  Tower,  Hornsea. 

Repeated  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  during  the 
period  of  infestation  and  it  should  be  emphasised  that  at  no  time  was  the 
purity  of  the  water  supply  in  question,  all  samples  giving  most  satisfactory 
results. 
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During  the  y ear  a total  of  60  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for 
laboratory  examination  and  the  results  are  tabulated  below.

All  the  unsatisfactory  domestic  water  samples  were  procured  from  the 
supply  of  one  premises*,  the  results  caused  much  anxiety  until  the  source  of 
pollution  was  discovered.  Certain  points  within  the  premises  were  fed  from 
a header  tank  system  of  supply,  the  tanks  had  been  somewhat  neglected  and  a 
high  degree  of  pollution  was  evident  from  the  ingress  of  birds,  slates,  dust 
etc.  within  the  tanks . 

It  was  finally  decided  to  by-pass  the  original  system  and  a direct  mains 
supply  was  installed.  All  subsequent  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


Refuse  continues  to  be  deposited  on  the  Hull  Corporation  tip  at  Catfoss. 
These  facilities  however  may  only  be  available  for  a very  few  years  and  a 
detailed  study  is  now  being  carried  out  with  regard  to  the  possibility  of 
providing  an  incineration  unit  to  serve  the  town. 

During  19&7  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  became  operative.  One  provision  of 
this  Act  is  that  Local  Authorities  have  a duty  to  provide  places  where  refuse, 
other  than  refuse  created  by  business  activities,  may  be  deposited  free  of 
charge  by  persons  resident  in  the  area  of  the  Authority  and,  on  payment  of 
such  charges  us  the  Authority  think  fit,  by  other  persons. 

The  site  utilized  within  the  Urban  District  is  the  Incinerator,  At wick 

Road. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Sewage  discharges  by  gravity  without  treatment  into  the  sea.  Flooding 
continues  to  occur  at  certain  low  lying  points  in  the  system  due  to 
surcharging  of  the  sowers  when  exceptionally  heavy  rainfall  coincides  with 
high  tides.  Proposals  for  a submarine  outfall  incorporating  initial 
preliminary  screens  have  now  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government .

The  success  of  the  tuberculosis  eradication  scheme  continues  to  be 
evident  in  Hornsea  and  is  reflected  in  the  statistics  shown  below.  Out  of 
nearly  1,0GC  animals  slaughtered  only  13  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  present 
and  in  each  case  the  lesions  were  purely  localised  and  affecting  the  porcine 
animal .

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3.  Poultry  Inspection 

Although  the  Slaughter  of  Poultry  Act  1957  was  anticipated  corning  into 
force  during  the  year,  the  appointed  day  is  still  awaited. 

It  is  expected  that  when  the  Act  is  introduced  it  will  give  far  greater 
control  in  the  method  of  slaughter,  hygienic  conditions  in  slaughtering 
establishments  and  a general  tightening  in  the  control  of  birds  being  offered 
to  the  consumer. 

Whilst  this  is  c most  desirable  piece  of  legislation  it  will  undoubtedly 
inflict  a great  strain  on  the  Department  in  introducing  and  maintaining  the 
desired  level  of  control  and  inspection.  This  extra  burden  will  of  course  not 
be  simple  to  absorb  within  the  establishment  and  close  scrutiny  of  the 
following  figures  slaughtered  at  one  establishment  will  give  some  indication 
of  the  numbers  involved.

Ice  Cream 


Samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  at  regular  intervals  from  varying  types 
of  premises  within  the  town  thereby  acquiring  all  the  different  manufactures 
frequently.  The  results  were  an  improvement  on  the  1967  figures  which  is  a 
most  encouraging  sign. 

Ice  cream  results  are  classified  in  provisional  grades  i.e.  I,  II,  III 
and  IV,  gradesEH  and  JVbeing  considered  unsatisfactory.  Whenever  poor  results 
are  obtained  the  premises  and  equipment  are  inspected,  advice  is  given  and 
follow  up  samples  are  taken.  In  every  instance  follow  up  samples  proved 
satisfactory. 

Fifty  samples  were  procured  during  the  year  and  the  provisional  gradings 
are  set  out  below.

Cream 


Criticism  has  been  made  from  time  to  time  by  various  bodies  concerning  the 
apparent  lack  of  control  over  the  sale  of  cream.  It  was  decided  therefore  to 
take  representative  samples  for  submission  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
examination  by  the  Methylene  Blue  Induction  Test  as  used  with  ice  cream. 

Whilst  the  test  is  not  statutory  the  results  which  are  graded  in  a like  manner 
to  ice  cream  do  indicate  the  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  product.  Results 
however,  were  quite  encouraging.  Of  eight  samples  taken  seven  were  placed  in 
Provisional  Grade  I.  The  other  sample  failed  the  test  and  was  placed  in  Grade 
IV.  Subsequent  investigations  revealed  that  prolonged  storage  at  too  high  a 
temperature  was  the  cause  of  failure,  and  subsequent  samples  proved  satisfactory. 

Liquid  Egg 

There  are  no  premises  within  the  Urban  District  governed  by  the  Liquid  Egg 
(Pasteurisation/  Regulations  1963?  and  consequently  no  samples  have  been  submitted 
to  the  Alpha-Amylase  Test.

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Other  foods 


Complaints  are  received  from  time  to  time  concerning  the  purchase  of  food 
which  is  thought  to  be  unsound  or  containing  foreign  bodies.  There  is  no  doubt 
however  that  many  instances  are  not  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Local- 
Authority  so  that  no  true  assessment  can  be  made  of  the  extent  of  such  sales  to 
the  public. 

The  voluntary  surrender  of  unsound  food  to  a Local  Authority  is  in  my 
opinion  an  excellent  scheme  insofar  as  the  unsound  food  is  disposed  of  under 
the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  direction  thereby  precluding  any  possibility  of 
such  foods  being  sold  to  the  public.  Condemnation  certificates  were  issued 
from  time  to  time  and  the  total  amount  of  food  other  than  raw  meat  condemned 
during  1968  is  shown  below :

Regular  inspection  of  food  premises  continue  to  rank  as  of  major 
importance  in  the  day  to  day  routine  of  the  department  and  a reasonably  high 
standard  of  hygiene  is  maintained.  However  one  major  problem  encountered  is 
the  introduction  and  legal  enforcement  of  modern  day  requirements  in  premises 
built  a century  or  more  ago.  Very  often  a shop  is  too  small,  or  badly  designed 
for  its  purpose,  basic  structures  are  unsound  and  require  a considerable  amount 
of  finance  to  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

For  the  majority  of  smaller  shopkeepers  situate  within  an  established 
main  shopping  precinct  especially  operating  in  old  premises  and  fighting 
against  the  competition  of  the  chain  stores  and  supermarkets  the  costly 
improvement  of  their  premises  or  the  cessation  of  business  are  the  only 
alternatives.

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A further  and  more  ubiquitous  problem  which  is  forever  present  is  the 
human  element.  Wages  in  the  food  industry  are  notoriously  low  and  result  in 
a regular  turnover  of  stuff  within  the  trade.  Thus  there  are  constantly  new 
people  to  be  taught  the  elements  of  Food  hygiene,  stock  rotation  etc.  It  is 
also  obvious  that  anyone  not  educated  from  childhood  to  observe  personal 
cleanliness  is  not  likely  to  cultivate  these  habits  immediately  on  commencing 
employment  despite  any  blandishments  from  his  supervisors  so  to  do.  There  is 
no  simple  solution  and  the  only  way  to  resolve  the  problem  is  constant 
education  and  re-education  of  managers  and  staff  of  food  premises  in  the  hope 
that  some  of  our  efforts  will  have  a beneficial  effect.

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  properties 
infested  by  rats  but  I do  not  attach  any  special  significance  to  this  apart 
from  there  being  a good  indication  that  the  public  are  aware  that  Local 
Authorities  will  take  immediate  action  when  notified  of  rodent  infestations.

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Field  tests  were  carried  out  with  a new  rodenticide  culminating  in  a 100%  kill 
of  the  infestation  treated.  The  most  popular  rodenticide  in  use  today  is  an 
anticoagulant  known  as  warfarin.  However,  reports  from  certain  areas  in  the 
country  indicate  that  warfarin  resistant  rats  are  becoming  more  widespread. 
Mice  are  also  becoming  increasingly  resistant  to  warfarin  and  in  certain  large 
industrialised  areas  present  an  enormous  problem  to  the  Officers  concerned 
with  their  control.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  Hornsea  does  not  as  yet 
appear  to  have  any  warfarin  resistant  strains  of  rodent. 

A complete  sower  treatment  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  Two  hundred 
and  twenty  four  manholes  were  baited  and  39  takes  recorded.  No  specific 
problems  arose  and  it  can  be  concluded  that  at  the  completion  of  the  treatment 
Hornsea's  sewers  we re  relatively  clear  of  rats.
